GENTLEMEN, 


Q. YN a late Anfwer of yours concerning Chrift's 
Defcent into Hell, one Roafon you offer why 
that Article fhould be left out of the Creed, 

# the Variety of Opinions about the Senfe of it. I 

coud not think, that any other Thing can be underftood 

by it, than hu Local Defcent into the Place of the 

Damned, and therefore I defire to be informed what 

other Opinions Divines have advanced concerning it. 

A, Indeed the firft and moft vulgar Opinion is 
that of yours, viz. his Local Defcent into Hell, the 
end of which was to fhew that he was a Conquer- 
orof Death and Hell, and that he there Triumph- 
ed over Devils and Damned Spirits, and delivered 
from thence the Good Patriarchs that were detain- 
edthere. Others take Hell to fignify only the 

Grave, fo that nothing is meant by his Defcent thi- 

ther, but that he was Buried. Others again In- 

trepret the meaning to be that he was in the Srate 
of the Dead, which Opinion has been much fa- 
vored by Learned Men. Others make the Expref- 


fion Figurative, fignifying that Chrift in his Paffi- 
Onendured Unexprefiible Torments equal to thofe 
Which the Damned ir Hell Suffer, fince he Suffer- 
ed not only the Torments of his Perfecutors, but 
likewife the Anger of God againft the Sins of the 
whole World Poured forth upon his Soul, and

throwing him into that Bloody Agony in the Gar- 
den, and making him Cry out upon the Crofs, 
My God, my God, why baft thou forfaken me? Thefe 
are the Principal Opinions concerning the Senfe of 
this Article; and there are feveral others of lefs 
Note, fome of which the Querift may fee in Bi- 
fhop Pearfon's Expofition of the Creed, . 

Q. Honeft Gentlemen, I Jately fene you a Queftion 
concerning the 20th Article of our Apoftolical Church 
of England, the Anfwer to which gave me fuch full Satn- 
faétion (st being fo boldly and honeftly Vindicated) that 
I am thereby encouraged to give you the Trouble of ano- 
ther, concerning our more Scrupulows although Decent 
and Orderly Pra&tice of cur Church, viz, 

The making Obeyfance Corporaly when at the Holy 
Communion ; and alfo Turning our Faces Eaftward!y 
at the Confeffion of our Faith in the Apoftles Creed. 
The Reafon for this Praétice, will highly Oblige your 
Hamble Servant and Subfcriber, A. $. 

A. Since theie rwo Ceremonies are neither pre- 
fcribed by our Church, nor obferved by many e- 
ven of her moft Obedient Members, whatever Ob- 
jections may be made againft them will not con- 
cern the Charch, but only thofe of her Members 
that do obferve them; for whofe particular Vin- 
dication we {hou’d be Imprudent if we thou'd fo far 
Intereft our felves, as to pretend thar thefe two Ce- 
remonies are grounded upon any fuch ftrength of 
Reafon, as to render thofe that do not obferve them 
liable to the Cenfure of wanting any due Piety and 
Reverence in the Worfhip of God. We shall there- 
fore rather An{wer with the Judicious Hooker, Ec- 
cl. Pol, B. 5. Se@. 30. That by them which Trou- 
ble us with thefe Doubts, we wou'd be more wil- 
lingly refolved of a greater Doubr, whether it be 
not akind of taking God’s Name in vain, to De- 
bafe Religion with fuch Frivolous Difputes, a Sin 
to beftow Time and Labor upon them. Things of 
fo mean Regard and Quality, whether they be 
enjoined or no, are notwithitanding very Unfavo- 
ry when they come to be difputed of ; becaule dif- 
putation pre{sppofeth fome Difficulty in the Matrer 
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which is argued, whereas in Things of this Na- 
ture, they muft be either very fimple or very fro- 
ward, who need to be Taught by Difpuration what 
is meet. 

Pray, Gentlemen, Whe was the first Inventor of 
Ships ? . 

a Noah’'s-Ark appears to have been the firft 
Pattern and Inftance for Navigation, as is proba- 
ble from the Silence of all Authors Sacred and Pro- 
fane concerning Navigation before the Flood, and 
from the particular Directions which God gave to 
Noah for the Building of fuch a Fabrick, which 
feems to be an Argument that Noah had no Noti- 
on of any thing berore. But fuch an Inftance of 
being once given, it was eafy for Pofterity to alter 
or Improve it. 

Q. Gentlemen, In the Ancient Roman Authors, 
there « frequenr mention made of the Laws of the 12 
Tables I defire to be informed why they were fo called ? 

A. After the Roman: had caft off Regal Govern- 
ment and fet up the Form of a Common- Wealth, 
they wou'd no longer enduve the Laws their Kings 
had made, And becauie a Yreient Supply of 
Laws was neceflary, and ye: in the Infancy 
of their New Strate, it was impo/flibie for them to 
Frame fuch a Body of Laws as migi:: in any toie- 
rable Degree Antwer their Exiitences. chey appeint- 
ed 3 Eminent Men to go to the Cities of Grecee, 
which were moft Famous for their Excellent 
Government and Wife Adminiftration of Ju- 
ftice, to fetch from tbence the beft Laws they 
cou'd find. This was accordingly done and out of 
thefe Laws the Decemvirs Selected {uch as were 
beft and moft proper for their Stare, and Ordered 
them to be Written upon 12 Tables of Brafs which 
were fet up in the Publick Marker, that the People 
mighr the tooner be acquainted with them and un- 
deritand their Dury. But becaufe feveral other 
New Laws were afterwards made thefe were di- 
ftinguifhed by the Name of the Laws of the 12 Ts- 
bles; and Hiftorians tell us that the Civil Law 
which we have in the Books of Juftinian came 
from thofe Laws, which for their Wifdom and 
Ulefulnefs did (according to the Teftimony of 
Cicero) Tranfcend all the Books thar al! the Philo- 
fophers of the World had Written.

HE Letters from Turin, Jume the 14th. 
Advife, that upon affurance given to Ge- 
neral Arnheim, that Satisfaction fhould be 


given to the Pruffian Troops upon certain demands 


they had made, thofe Troops have put themfelves 
on the March from Lumbardy for Piemont, ‘tis 
Thought, that by the 5th or 6th of the nexc Month 
they will arrive ac their Rendezvous, by which 
time the 2 Regiments from the Kingdom of Naples 
are likewife expeéted, and then the Campaign will 
be Opened forthwith. From Cadiz, they Write, 
that the Liuke de Linares Viceroy of New Spain, 
is arrived there from Madrid; That the Capitana 
of Barlovento and the Petache, which are to carry 

im to Vera-Cruz will be ready in a few Days ; 

is {aid they are not to take any Merchandize with 
them ; Bur the Chamber of Commerce of Seville 
are very defirous that theit Departure may be de- 
ferr’d till the next Spring, that they may fend a 
Fieet with them ; And that in Order to move the 
King to comly with their defire, they have offered 
him a Loan of an Hundred Thoufand Pieces of 
Fight, but ihe Duke de Linaress makes all the In- 
he can againft them. The Advices from Paris, 
July the 15th are, that ‘tis Whifpered there that a 
certain Affair which the King thought to have ac- 
complifhed by his Emiffaries in Poland, has Mif- 
carried. The Letters from Barcelona, June the 
27th, Advife that the Grafton and Chatham are 
are arrived there from Vado, with feveral Trant- 
fports, having on Board 1¢coo Recruits, and the 
Men and Horfes to Compleat and Remounr the 
Regiment of Dragoons of the Earl of Rochford ; 
That they give out, that Sir John Norris is Sailed 
with 4000 Men for Sardinia to Secure that I fland, 
That an Exprels is arrived with Advice thar the 
Duke of Anjou is returned to his Camp at Corbi- 
us, and the Army of King Charles co their former 
Camp near Balaguer- 


They Write from Harwich, that on the 8th In- 
frant, the Ruffia Fleet was put back there by Con- 
trary Winds. 


London, July the 12th. The Right Honorable 
the Earl of Anglefey is made Receiver General and 
Pay-mafter of the Forces in Ireland in the Room 
of the Lord Coningsby.
